HOME BREWERY SUSPECTS AR- 
RESTED BY OFFICER LANE. 


NO EVIDENCE AGAINST THEM. 


After They Had Been Thoroughly 
“Sweated” Chief Harrigan 
Turned Them Loose. 


Fred Smith, Daniel M. Daly and Joseph 
Rank were arrested in front of No. 6’s En- 
gine-house, Seventh, near Olive street, at 
12:30 o’clock. They are suspected of the 
Home Brewery robbery. 

Policeman Lane of the Second District ar- 
rested the trio. He was standing across the 
Street from the engine-house when they 
came north from Pine street. 

Lane twice started across after them, but 
waited until they were directly in front of 
the open door of the engine-house. 

Then he ran over and shoved them into 
the house. The doors were closed immedi- 
ately by Firemen Mike Moran and Billy 
Hawes. 

The former telephoned the Four Courts 
for a patrol wagon. When it arrived the 
doors were thrown open and the wagon 
backed into the house. ‘ 

The policcemen did not want to take any 
chances. Accompanied by Detectives Keel- 
ey and Gocking, who had been shadowing 
the trio, and had come up just before tthe 
arrival of the wagon, the men were taken 
to the Four Courts. 

A woman was brought in shortly after- 
wards,;and all four were subjected to ar 
examination in Chief Harrigan’s office in 
the presence of the officers who have 
worked on the Home Brewery robbery. 

Smith stated he was 24 years old, Daly 25 
and Rank 35 years old. 

They partially answer the description of 
the men wanted for the crime. One was 
short and the others tall. All were poorly 
clad and of ruffianly appearance. 

Ii was given out by the police that the 
arrest was caused by the statement of two 
men, who had shadowed the trio the last 
ten days.

Three times within two weeks an attempt 
has been made to wreck a Northern Central 
electric car at She corner of Garrison ave- 
nue and North Market street.

On each of the three occasions the agent 
of destruction was a heavy bread box be- 
longing to Albert Maushardt, who keeps a 
grocery store on the southwest corner of 
Garrison avenue and North Market street. 
When it is not being used by the wrecker 
the box occupies a position on the pave- 
ment on the North Market street side of 
the grocery. 

Friday night, just before 7 o’clock, car 
123 of the Northern Central approached the 
curve going north on Garrison avenue. 

The car was going at a pretty lively gait. 
Fortunately the motorman slowed up a lit- 
tle before taking the curve. Still the car 
went around at a fair rate of speed. 

When in the middle of the curve the mo- 
torman saw a dark object in the track di- 
rectly in front of the car. 

He put on the brakes and applied his re- 
verse lever. The car came to a sudden stop 
not a foot away from the heavy box. 

The startled passengers were thrown 
about the car. Strap passengers nearly 
telescoped each other. 

There was a good deal of excitement for 
awhile. The motorman deposited Mr. 
Maushardt’s bread box where it belonged 
and the car went on with its load of scared 
passengers. 

The use that somebody is making of the 
bread box may be very funny from his 
standpoint, but it is getting to be a serious 
matter to the Northern Central motormen 
and passengers.

Representative Dingiey Authorized to 
Make Announcement and Thurs- 
ton Talks Freely.

The “Government has received official 
confirmation of the disastrous defeat of the 
federal cavalry in the Department of Dur- 
azno by Jose Saraiva, the Brazilian ineur- 
gent, and the death of the Uruguayan 
jeader, Miaj. Boder'guez. Half of the 4th 
Regiment of Cavalry was annihilated in 
the battle. 

The Government was also informed that 
fits columns had suffered further lose by 
the defeat of Col. Alcoba, who iuttempted 
to decoy the insurgents into an ambush 
in the Department of Florida. The plan 
of Col. Alcoba was frustrated by the fore- 
eight of the rebel leader, Abelardo Mar- 
quez, and the Uruguayan troops were 
routed, 

There is a feeling of grealt alarm in Mon- 
tevideo, which was emphasized by the d.s- 
covery of a depot wherein were stored many 
dynam.te bombs. Many persons accused of 
complicity in the plot to overthrow the 
Government have been arrested and the 
town is fast be'ng deserted by all who have 
it in their power to leave thelr homes. 

Rumors are current in well informed cir- 
cles that there have been many conferences 
of persons of high position in politics, with 
a view to a demand for the abdication of 
President Idiarte Borda. It is reported that 
plans have been formed to establish a gov- 
ernment by a triumvirate composed of 
Senor Tomas Gomenssoro and Gens. Louls 
Perez and Maximo Tajes. 

The revolution receives every day fresh 
strength, even in the capital, and the Gov- 
ernment has quartered greatly increased 
bodies of troops at the Palace and munici- 
pality and at all points where influential 
and wealthy persons live.

GREAT BRITAIN’S GALE. 


Much Damage Done and Channel Serv- 
ice Suspended. — 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—A severe gale prevailed 

Si night long over the British coasts, caus- 

ing numerous casualties and much damage. 
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GUNBOATS LAUNCHED. - 


The Vicksburg and .Newport Floated 
at Bath Iron Works. 


BATH, Me., Dec. 5.—The new gunboats 
Vicksburg and Newport were launched from 
the yardsof the Bath Iron Works this after- 
noon before an immense crowd. The Vicks- 
burg went into the water at 12:35 o’clock 
and the Newport followed twenty minutes 
later. The launchings were successful in 
every respect. 

The Vicksburg and Newport are vessels 
of entirely new type so far as our navy is 
concerned, in that they are of composite 
construction, all of the framing being of 
steel, but planks of Georgia pine being 
worked on the frames below the water line, 
secured by composition bolts in such man- 
ner as to prevent galvanic action, and being 
then covered with copper. This will make 
the vessels largely independent of docking 
facilities and economical in the use of fuel, 
as the exfoliation of the copper causes the 
barnacies and sea grass to fal! off as soon 
as the ship moves, thus keeping her bottom 
clean and insuring the maintenance of full 
speed with minimum coal consumption. 
Another feature of these vessels that dis- 
tinguishes them from other naval ships is 
the use of full sail power in addition to 
steam. They will be rigged as barkentines 
and will be able to sail twelve knots an hour 
without using their engines, so that they 
will prove most economical] cruisers for for- 
eign stations. The Vicksburg and Newport 
are sister ships of 1,000 tons displacement, 
drawing 12 feet of water, 168 feet long by 36 
feet beam, and will cost $229,400 each. 


WISCONSIN FLOODS. 


No Immediate Danger Felt at Chippse- 
wa Falls. 


CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., Dec. 5.—The 
water receded 37 inches yesterday, but it 
rose 11 inches last night and is stationary 
to-day. There seems to be no immediate 
prospects of the water leaving the city en- 
tirely, meither is it expected that it will 
again attain its height of two days ago. 
Yesterday some of the merchants began 
moving into abandoned buildings, but work 
is not continued to-day on account of the 
condition of the river. No risks will be as- 
gumed, for business men prefer to remain 
where they are rather than expose their ef- 
fects to the flood. -All feel that great de- 
struction to property will cease at once 
and things are fast assuming their normal 
condition here. Anchor ice is still coming 
down the river, but in greatly reduced 
quantities, and the gorge is not assuming 
much larger proportions. The Central 
road was enabled to use its tracks for a 
few hours last night, but had to abandon 
them this morning on account of the rise 
during the night. Its depot is badly wreck- 
ed and will mot be fit for use again. The 
operator has taken up his quarters in a 
box car.

VENEZUELA’S DELAY. 


The Republic Slow to Act jn the Arbi- 
tration Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—Minister 
Andrade of Venezuela will sail from La 
Guayra, the seaport of Caracas, on the 
10th inst., arriving at New York about the 


17th, and coming direct to Washington to 
present in person to Mr. Olney the position 
of the Venezuelan authorities, so far as de- 
termined at present, on the British-Venezu- 
ela settlerrent. 

James J. Storrow, who accompanied him, 
is expected to return at ‘the same time. 
They went to Caracas for the special 
purpose of laying before President Crespo 
and his associates a copy of the Olney- 
Salisbury agreement. Their early return 
is a great suprise. 

From the circumstances attending the 
mission of Messrs. Andrade and Storrow it 
is felt that their return means either one 
of two things—a satisfactory understand- 
ing or else a desire on the part of the 
Venezuelan authorities to secure some 
change in the terms of the agreement. 

It has been expected that speedy action 
would be taken to have the Venezuelan 
Congress pass upon the agreement. On 
this, however,.@ complication has arisen. 
The_regular sesston opens Feb. 2, so that a 
delay until then made it unlikely that the 
entire question eould be closed up before 
Secretary Olney’s administration of the 
State Department closed. This led to the 
belief that President Crespo would call a 
special session of Congress, but this de- 
veloped another complication. The Consti- 
tution of Venezuela provides that a no- 
tice of thirty days shail be given as to any 
extra session. At best, therefore, Congress 
could not be got together until about the 
middle of January. Thus far no word has 
been received that an extra session will be 
called. In any event any action by the 
Venezuelan Congress will have to be with- 
in a few weeks of Mr. Olney’s retirement. 
The distance between Washington and Ca- 
racas, and the lack of facilities for ready 
communication, impose further restrictions 
on closing up the settlement.

self the foremost and best beloved of her 
citizens. The morning daily, christened the 
Record, made its first appearance Nov. 3 
and quit, ingloriously, and even infamously, 


Thursday morning, Its brief history shows 
what a Boss can do when he wants to 
do it. and how even a. Boss ean be taken in 
and done for by a pseudo Reformer. It may 
not be amiss to say that when the Record 
quit,.it quit without having been at one 
cent expense for labor. 

The Record had the latest and most im- 
proved linotypes; it had a Hoe press and 
an office gotten up entirely regardless of 
the feelings of the Cincinnati furniture 
trade. It had a competent gtaff gathered 
from Oincinnati, Covington, timore and 
Cleveland offices; its linotype operators 
were brought from-Baltimore and its adver- 
tising agent from the New York Journal of- 
fice. It was prepared to fight the devil with 
fire, and the only thing the proprietor didn’t 
show was a bank account, but he gaid he 
had one, and perhaps he did 


He said he wanted to be boycotted, and 
the boycott came. He said he wanted the 
support of the people, and they subscribed 
for his paper; he said he wanted the news- 
paper association to ignore him, but they 
didn’t. Everything was coming his way; 
subscriptions poured in and advertise- 
ments were plenty. The men whom he had 
employed were enthusiastic over their jobs 
and Reefer he was reck of his 
men. When the first Saturday, after the 
paper had started, came round, however, 
there were.no preparations apparent for the 
walking of a ghost; but when Reefer’s at- 
tention was called to the omission he ex- 
pressed surprise and regret; he said it was 
of no moment to him whether he paid on 
Saturday or on Monday, but the latter was 
always pay-day in Cleveland and he had 
presumed on its being pay-day in Cincin- 
nati; the staff swallowed the pill, as Reefer 
promised that Saturday pay-day would be 
the rule thereafter. But on Monday morn- 
ing the Record came out with the most ful- 
some eulogy on George Cox possible to be 
written; it praed him <reeen f as well as 
politically; he was a public-spirited citizen 
and if he did own a palace in Clifton it was 
nobody’s business; under his rule Cincin- 
nati had prospered, and to turn the town 
over to anybody else would be folly, and so 
forth and so on. The staff was dazed and 
orders to “stop my paper’ came pouring in. 

But it was pay day and the boys waited. 
The ghost didn't walk and Reefer had an- 
other excuse. This time it wag that James 
M. Glenn had promised him to assist the 
Record with money, but had flunked; it is 
only due to Mr. Glenn to say that he de- 
nies any intention of that sort; ‘however, 
Col. Reefer had a another friend who 
would. put up, and the boys were asked to 
wait until Tuesday, and they did, because 
they had to. Tuesday produced nothing 
and then Reefer, with tears in his eyes, 
proposed to turn the whole thing over to 
the employes to run until he could go to 
Cleveland and get the capital that was 
waiting for him, and the boys, with per- 
sistent idiocy, again complied and took 
possession and got the paper out, becoming 
responsible for the telegraph stuff. 


Thursday morning Reefer agreed to meet 
the boys and turn over to a committee, ap- 
pointed by them, the bills for advertising, 
amounting to about $700 and, on Thursday, 
with continued idigcy, the boys were on 
hand for the bills. They were not forthcom- 
ing and neither was Reefer.

A SHORT WAY FROM -HAVANA. 


Reports Are Conflicting and the 
Whereabouts of Weyler Re- 
mains a Mystery. 


KEY WEST, Fia., Dec. 5.—Passengers by 
steamer from Havana say that late Friday 
afternoon guerilla fighting was reported 
across the bay from Havana. Just beyond 
the line of forts a small party of insurgents 
made a dash into the suburbs. They suc- 
ceeded in killing three Spanish soldiers, 
capturing one captain and firing several 
houses. They lost five men killed. 

From another source comes word that a 
force of insurgents made a bold dash and 


entered the town of Guanabacoa, which is 
directiy under the gutns of Moro Castle. 
The resistance of the garrison was over- 
come, and the Spanish troons were defeat- 
ed and compelled to flee. The insurgents 
then plied the torch, burning a large part 
of the city. The citizens, as far as possible, 
fied to Havana or to the suburbs. 

The strength of the column that entered 
(Fuanabacoa is not known. If the Goverr- 
ment authorities are aware of the name of 
the leader they have not disclosed it.

~ LIKE BLIND MEN. 


CAN’T GET A LINE ON THE BREW- 
ERY ROBBERS. 


SURRENDER THE ONLY HOPE. 


Stupid Methods of Men Who Are Paid 
to Catch Criminals and Pro- 
tect Property. 


Chief Harrigan’s command to his men to 
bring in the three highwaymen who looted 
the office of the Home Brewery in broad 
daylight Thursday afternoon has not been 
obeyed. No particular individual is even 
suspected of the crime and Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond says he is completely at 
sea. 

As soon as the robbery was reported Des- 
mond detailed several of his detectives 
whom he considers crack men with instruc- 
tions to stick to the case till the robbers 
were arrested. Thus far nothing but the 


securing of several conflicting descriptions 
of the robbers has been accomplished. 

One of these descriptions was put in 
circular form and mailed to all the large 
cities. 

olice think the police of some other 
city will do the work they are not able to 
accomplish. 

At the time of the robbery the police 
jumped at the conclusion that “Mickey” 
Mack, “Skippy’’ Rohan or other 
thieves of that stripe were in the job. The 
clerks who were present in the brewery 
office when the hold-up occurred visited 
the Four Courts and were shown the 
photographs of the suspected men. They 
failed to identify any one. A close in- 
spection of every face in the Rogues’ Gal- 
lery was equally fruitless. 

The police now believe that the work was 
that of clever out-of-town criminals, who 
came here to make a haul and familiarized 
themselves with the premises and methods 
employed at the brewery before the robbery 
was attempted. 

The arrest of J. B. Shannon and his 
brother of Kansas City and Thomas Walsh, 
a well-known citizen of St. Louis, by Pa- 
trolman Dan Driscoll at Broadway and 
Olive streets, on suspicion, is regarded as 
outrageous. 

The only apparent reason Driscoll had for 
suspecting the party was that they were of 
the male persuasion, three in number and 
wore dark clothes. He refused to listen to 
their explanations and compelled them to 
ride through the streets in an open patrol 
wagon under a close guard, and followed by 
the jeers of the large crowd that had col- 
lected. 

Shannon is a Deputy Sheriff of Kansas 
City, Mo., and is one of the best known 

olitichans in the Northern rt of the 

tate. He came to St. Louis with his 
brother. They are on their way to Baitimore 
where the latter intends beginning studies 
in a theological seminary. 

When the three “suspects’’ were brought 
to the station they were hustled into Capt. 
O'Malley's office. He questioned them and 
they answered in a stra:ghtforward manner. 
They finally convinced O"Malley that they 
were not desperate highwaymen and despite 
their by oo appearance they were al- 

wed to depart. 
jowhen asked as to the identity of the 
prisoners soon after they were released, 
Capt. O’Malley said he did not_ack their 
names. The first question a Captain or 
Sergeant is supposed to ask a prisoner is 
his name and address. O©’Malley said he 
neglected his duty in this respect. But 
that’s a emall matter. 

Mr. Shannon intends to make complaint 
against Driscoll before the Police Board 
for the outrageous treatment he and his 
friends received. 

The only hope there is of the police catch- 
ing the robbers lies in the remote possi- 
bility of a surrender.

REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF SECRETARY FRANCIS. 


PUBLIC LAND AND PENSIONS. 


General Discussion of the Indian Prob- 
lem and the Debts of the 
Pacific Railroads. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—The annu- 
al report of Secretary of the Interior Fran- 
cis opets with a discussion of the public 
domain. It shows that the total number of 
acres disposed of up to June 30 last was 
946,000,000, leaving the public domain still 
vacant estimated at over 600,000,000 acres, 
not including the District of Alaska, with 
an area of over 369,000,000 acres. 

Since the homestead act was passed in 
May, 1862, there have been 162,891,132 acres 
entered by homestead settlers. Of this 
almost 103,000,000 acres will all be patented 
when the legal conditions have been made. 


Of the remainder, 42,000,000 acres represent 
entries canceled. The total number of 
mineral entries up to date is 29,820; patents 
to railways and wagon roads, since the 
first grant was made, reach 85,729,751 acres. 
There also have been 335,691,752 acres dis- 
posed of by pre-emption, cash sales, scrip, 
locations, military bounty land warrants, 
own sites, desert land, timber culture, tim- 
er and stone entries, Indian allotments and 
donations to settlers. There are yet due 
to railroads and wagon roads under their 
grants 114,736,639 acres, of which not more 
than 60 per cent are available for patenting 
under the conditions of the grants. The 
total grants of lands to the various States 
and Territories up to March 12 last aggre- 
gated 181,858,630 acres, in addition to agricult- 
ural college scrip for 7,830,000 acres. The 
total of all lands segregated from the public 
domain aggregates 946,219,160 acres. 


The total amount paid by the Government 
in pensions and the cost of disbursing the 
same for the last thirty-one years is $2,- 
034,817,769. This lacks only a little over 
$346,712,500 of being equal to the high-water 
mark of the interest-bearing public debt. 
The present number of pensions, 970,978, is 
reater by 4,666 than in 1893, when She max- 
mum annual cost was reached, and is 
greater than ever before. This is due to 
the death of old soldiers, and the continued 
paymen* of allowances to their heirs, while 
the amount paid is decreased through the 
death of invalid pensioners leaving no de- 
pendents. 

The pension policy of the depar*ment has 
been to make the pension list a roll of hon- 
or, rather than to save money to the Gov- 
ernment. The effort has been made to de- 
feat the designs of imposters, while recog- 
nizing the needs of the needy and deserving. 
General publhic sentiment, however, is tha? 
the obligation of the Government is confined 
to those who fought for its maintenance, 
and those dependent upon them. 


Under the head of Indian affairs the Sec- 
retary repeats the recommendation of his 
predecessor for a commission of three, one 
of whom shall be an army officer, to take 
the place of the Commissioner and Assist- 
ant Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 

With regard to the dispute over the Un- 
compahgre Indian Reservation in Utah, in 
which valuable deposits of asphaltum have 
been discovered, Secretary Francis ex- 
pressed the op'inion that the commission 
which treated with the Indians for the al- 
lotment of their lands totally misunderstood 
the agreement of 1880, by which the Uncom- 

hgres were removed from Colorado. The 
Fediane declined to pay $1.25 an acre for the 
lands allotted to them, because they were 
led to believe that the purchase money 
would come out of their trust fund of $1,- 
250,000, which furnishes them $50,009 per an- 
num. This is not the case. The purchase 
money would not disturb the trust fund, but 
would eventually come out of proceeds of 
the sale of their Colorado lands. The com- 
mission was dissolved last February. 

“It is my judgment,” says the Secretary, 
“that some legislation should be enacted 
whereby the people of the United States 
can, at an early date, have the benefit of 
these valuable and useful deposits. If the 
lands containing them were owned by an 
individual or a corporation instead of by 
the Government, business methods would 
be pursued in disposing of them; they would 
be sold to the highest bidder at public auc- 
tion, or by sealed bids, or would be lease], 
or the right to work the deposits would be 
granted for a consideration in the shape 
of a royalty, or otherwise. Such lands are 
different from agricultural, timber or coal 
lands. 

“it is claimed that a considerable portion 
of the Uncompahgre and UWin‘ah reserva- 
tion, known as the ‘lava beds,’ contain a 
substance called ‘elaterite,” which, with a 
solution recently discovered, makes a valu- 
able paint and an insulator of incomparable 


ite are of rare occurrence; in fact, I know 
of no other within the limits of the public 
domain. As Congress took no further ac- 
tion on this subject, after receiving the re- 
ly of my predecessor, to its resolution of 
an. 16, 1896, I have not felt justified in 
changing the situation as I fotind it.’’ 

Under the head of bond-aided railroads 
the Secretary says he has complied with 
the joint resolution of June 10, 189, requir- 
ing him to continue the issue of patents to 
bona fide purchasers of lands sold by bond- 
aided railroads, but he says he declined to 
issue patents to all surveyed lands on the 
application of the Central Pacific. He gaid: 

“The representatives of the Central Pa- 
cific further contended that their road is 
not in default to the Government, and that 
if it were the lands are not covered by the 
Government mortgage, and cannot be held 
to secure the same. 

“I do not agree with either of these state- 
ments. The tables presented clearly show 
that the Central Pacific Railroad is in de- 
fault to the Governmnt; but, whether so 
or not, it unquestionably will be on Jan. 1 
next, or about thirty days hence, when $2,- 
432,000 additional of its indebtedness, to- 
gether with thirty years’ interest thereon, 
will fall due and must be redeemed by the 
Government. 

“In answer to the contention that the 
Government lien is not secured by the 
lands granted the Central and Union Pa- 
cific companies, section § of the act of 1862 
provides that on the refusal or failure of a 
company to redeem its bonds, or any part 
thereof, the Secretary of the Treasury 
may take possession of all lands which at 
the time of said default shall remain in 
the ownership of the company. For the 
above reasons I have declined to patent 
lands to the Union Pacific Railroad or the 
Central Pacific Railroad, except in cases 
where it can be shown that the lands for 
which patents are asked have been sold to 
bona fide purchasers. Inasmuch as the sub-

Before granting Mr. Charles Green the

Officials of the great paper mills which 
furnish the newspapers of the country 
with the paper they use in printing their 
editions have met im Boston and formed 
a giant pool.

It is not easy to get at the exact popular 
vote for President, simply expressed, or 
even to approximate it. There are several 
ways of “figuring.’’ In Ohio, for example, 
twen'ty-three Electors are chosen. There 
is not precisely the same vote for all the 
candidates on either ticket. Indeed, there 
are wide differences. In condensing the 
result the highest Elector on the winning 
side ought to be compared with the lowest 
on the losing side. or with the highest—or 
the votes on each side might be averaged. 
In some States, we are advised, the Mc- 
Kinley arithmeticians are not giving Bry- 
an the benefit of the vote of the Populist 
Electors. 

Indeed, there has been studied misrep- 
resentation ‘to make it appear that the re- 
sult of the election was a groundswell for 
the Republican ticket. A fair calculation 
on the returns, when finally made, will 
show that the people of the United States 
were not far from evenly divided on the 
great question at issue. If the people of 
England read the revised returns they will 
not believe the stories told by our Ame 
bassador that we have just escaped a 
great peril.

STRADY WORK 
ON THE CHARTER. 


IT WILL NOT BE FINISHED INSIDE 
OF TEN DAYS. 


MUCH DEBATE IS IN ORDER. 


Resume of the New Instrument by Sec- 
tions With Hints of the 
Things Handled. 


Last Monday the Charter Revision Com- 
mission settled down to the real work of 
formulating its recommendations to 
the Municipal Assembly from the 
mass of suggestions laid before it by public- 
spiritel citizens or interested persons. It 
was expected that the work would be fin- 
ished by Saturday, so as to leave President 
McMath a clear board for the conduit work, 
which will begin Monday. 

The commission will not be through next 
Saturday nor the Saturday after that. The 
task is immeasurably greater than ant:cl- 
pated. 

It was thought that the first three arti- 
cles would be rushed through easily in one 
afternoon, but, instead of that, it took 
four. The commission wrestled with the 
fourth article Friday afternoon, 

It is hardly probable that the civil service 
matter will be disposed of before Saturday 
evening. City Counselor Marshall _ will 
then give out to the press the work in detail 
accomplished up to that time. 

That will leave twelve more articles to be 
gone over, and in several of them, espe- 
cially the fifth and sixth, there is very 
heavy work to be done. 

The ground already covered is extensive 
and comprehensive. Article 1 fixes the cor- 
porate name and powers, authority to pur- 
chase, hold and dispose of property, to re- 
ceive bequests, etc., and have a common 
seal; fixes the corporate limits and bounda- 
ries and the ward boundaries and provides 
for the correction of ward limits and per- 
manent division lines. 

The ex'sting ward limits are not 
changed: The Municipal Assembly is ex- 
preeesy empowered and obligated to estab- 
ish corrected ward Tines every five years 
and a joint committee of the House and 
Council was recently appointed to under- 
take the work, holding their first meeting 
Thursday afternoon behind closed doors at 
the Counc!! Chamber. 

Article 2 deals with elections and registra- 
tion. Section 1 fixes the time for general 
elections. The other! twenty-seven sections 
are taken bodily from the act of March 
31, 1883, and are, therefore, not subject to 
change through charter revision. 

Article 3 deais with the legislative depart- 
ment. It stipulates ‘the qualifications of 
members of 2he Council and House of Del- 
egates, the manner of electing them, lays 
down the rules governing the passage of 
bills, fixes the legislative powers of the 
Mayor and Assembly, gives the Assembly 
power to abrogate offices and provides 
minor regulations and restrictions. 

Article 4 has to do-with the executive and 
administrative departments. It names the 
elective and appointive officers and pre- 
scribes their terms, fixes their qualifications 
and provides how they may be removed and 
vacancies filled.

SADDENED BRIDE. 


MACHINIST TOOMEY HAS BEEN 


SAYS HE 1S LIVING IN SIN. 


He Tells of a Catholic Priest Who 
Commanded Him to Live Apart 
From His Wife.

A great shadow has fallen athwart the 
married life of Mrs. Mary Toomey of 910 
North Bighteenth street. 

Though a bride of only five weeks she 
ts a stranger in the eyes of her husband. 

After one week of wedded bliss Toomey's 
Now he believes that 
men and spirits are conspiring against him 
and that the only way to keep h‘s soul out 
of hell is to get rid of his bride. Toomey’s 
case is being watched with interest by the 
Dispensary physicians, who have been asked 
by Mrs. Toomey to look into her husband's 
mental condition. 

Toomey is 40 years old and expert mn- 
chinist and at present employed in the Illi- 
nois Central shops at East St. Louis. He 
is at work every day and his mental aberra. 
tion is not noticeable, except at home. The 
story of the stricken man’s courtship, mar- 
riage and mental affliction is strangely in- 
terwoven with romance and pathos, 

Toomey is a native of Fmrsons, Kan. He 
was born and reared a Catholic and during 
the early years of his life was a devout 
follower of that faith. He learned the 
machin'st’s trade and prospered. He worked 
in railroad shops all over the southwest and 
was known as a first-class workman until 
eighteen months ago, when nervous trouble 
incapacitated him. 

He met his present wife in Parsons, Kan., 
about a year ago. She was fair and # and 
ran a boarding-house. 

Toomey stopped there for several months. 
His nervous condition became worse and 
he went to Texas last July in the hope of 
regaining h‘s lost health. He speut a month 
in Fort Worth, starting back to Parsons, 
Kan., toward the end of July. On the way 
home his nerves gave way again and in a 
fit of mental abberation he *hrew himself 
from the train while it was running at full 
speed. He was picked up more dead than 
alive. He expiained his action by sayim 
that he was afraid the conductor w 
hypnotize him if he remained on the train. 

Friends had him taken to his home at 
Parsons, Kan. He recovered rapidly and 
in the latter part of August sent for the 
fair boarding-house keeper, who was vis- 
iting relatives in Southwest Missouri. 
When she arrived at his bedside he pro- 
Posed marriage and was accepted. As 
soon as he was able to get about the mar- 
riage ceremony was performed by a min- 
ister of the Christian Church at Pansons. 
Toomey insisted at first that the marriage 
be celebrated by a Catholic priest, but 
finally consented to a Protestant ma . 
The couple came to St. Louis and rented 
a room at 910 North Bighteenth street. 

According to Mrs. Toomey’s story, the 
first week of their married life was ideally 
happy. They reached here on a 8 , 
The next day Toomey attended services 
with his wife at the Christian Church at 
Nineteenth and Morgan streets. 

Though somewhat nervous, he was ap- 
parently mentally sound during the next 
week. On the following Sunday Toomey 
left home, saying he was going to attend 
Services at a Catholic Church. 

When he returned he was a changed man 
according to his wife’s account. 

He told her he had had a long talk with 
@ priest. The priest, he said, told him he 
was living in sin, as his wife was a non- 
Catholic and a divorced woman. 

Noomey told his wife that he could have 
nothing more‘4o do with her, as the priest 
told him he would go to hell if he contin- 
ued to live with her as his wife. 

Their separation dated from that mo- 
ment. Though, from force of circumstances. 
they occupied the same room, Toomey kept 
his bride of a week at a distance, speaking 
to her only when it was necessary to do so. 

From that day, too, his mind becam e 
more and more unsettled. At first he would 
sit and brood for hours at a time. Then 
he began to complain of voices which both- 
ered him day and night.
